d. Noted that Mr, S, Paul Johnston had suggested that 
CIA might wish to give a briefing to selected representatives 
of the aircraft industry on Soviet aircraft production, and had 
given him a suggested list of people who might be invited to 
attend such a briefing. The Director said it appeared to him 
this proposal would, if carried out, present a problem as to 

the selection of people who would attend. General Cabell rema r k<-?d 
that the proposal in question is not new and in fact General 
Samford had turned it down on several occasions and CIA had done 
likewise last year. The above-mentioned list was given Mr, 

Amory for consideration and DD/I remarked that possibly the 
newly appointed Secretary of the Air Force, Mr, Quarles, should 
give this briefing, 

e. Stated that for some time he had felt that in order 
to prevent too many people from "going off" in different 
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directions respecting the Soviet Union there should be prepared 
one set of facts and asked DD/I to prepare a study on this 
problem for his (DCI’s) consideration by early fall.
